The Cup has never been won by a 
Welsh team, though Cardiff reached the 
{inal in 1924-25 only to be defeated by 
Sheffield United. The Arsenal have 
never been able to engrave their names 
on the ancient silverware. though they 
have twice reached the seini-finals, the 
second time 20 years BGO. 

Should Arsenal win it will be Ue first 
time the Cup has come to the metro- 
polis for a temporary hoine since 1920+ 
21, when it was won by Tottenham Hot- 
spurs.

All Present Teachers in

Detroit, Mich., April, 23.—At least a 
score of men are believed to have been 
killed and fifty or more burned and ‘n- 
jured some probaoly fatally in the fire 
which swept the main building of the 
Briggs Manufacturing Company 
plant after an explosion In the maint 
shop this morning. 

Ambulances took a dozen or more 
loads of injured to various hospitals. 
At the receiving hospltal, where twenty 
five injured were brought, Dr. Thomas 
K. Gruber, superintendent said that 
probably two thirds of them would dle.” 
Many are believed to be buried under 
the wreckage of the building. More 
than an hour after the explosion the 
search still was being made for victims 

A strong wind and the fact that the 
plant contained large quantities of 
paints and varnishes used in automo- 
bile body finishing, hampered efforts 
at rescue work.. More than 2,000 per- 
sons were at work in the building at 
the time of the explosion. ° 

First Ald Station Burned 

Many of the injured were treated in 
the plant's first aid station but this 
had to be abandoned when the flames 
spread to that part of the building. 
Most of the injured were victims of 
heavy smoke and flames that spread 
through the building soon after the ex- 
plosion. 

As the fire continued more than an 
hour and a half after the explosion oc- 
cupants of nearby houses and stores 
were directed to vacate immediately, it, 
being apparent the walls of the plant 
would collapse. Police lines were est 
ablished 900 feet around the plant.

Hens brought. from 
$1.75 to $2, chickens from $1 to $1.50 
each, while tiny chicks two days old 
and very nolsy, sold readily at 20 
cents each. ” 

Butter was 45 cents a pound or 8 
cents for a two-pound roll, and honey 
10 cents a pound. Cream which was 
scarce sold at 30 cents a pint. 

On the outside market maple syrup 
made its last appearance and sold at 
50 cents a quart. For it there was 
little demand however, and’ to clear

Weshington, April 25—Canada has 
protested the new border ruling of 
the United States Immigration De- 
partment. “In view of the reciprocal 
character of the existing arrange- 
ments and the serious dislocation 
which may result" in| the business 
affairs of Canadian residents, a note 
has been delivered to the Secretary 
of State by the Canadian minister, 
Hon. Vincent Massey, asking for a 
conference between representatives 
of Canada and the United States 
“before any decision is made or an- 
nounted.” Canada’s note was deliv- 
ered on Saturday noon, and no reply 
has yet been received. 

Acting on newspaper reports of a 
tightening up ajong the international 
border against Canadians working 
in the States, the Canadian Minister 
took the matter up wtih the immigra- 
tion authorities here. He was assur 
ed that the proposed change would 
not go into effect for some time and 
would not affect Canadian-born. 

The whole order applies to any 
country adjacent to the United 
States and not to Canada particu- 
larly. It is understood that one rea- 
son for the new regulations was the 
{frequent complaint that cheap labor 
was being brought in from Mexico.

Well-Known Figure Passes 
Away After Short 
IlIness 





One of Belleville’s leading citizens 
and prominent business men passed

HUGE RESERVOIR 
JUST COMPLETED 


Montreal. Que., April, 26—Canadian 
Press)—With the completion of the 
Mercier dam on the Gatineau River, 
this reservoir becomes the third. larg- 
est of its kind in the world. 

The reservoir was bullt by the Que- 
bee Government during the past year 
at a cost of $4,500,000. It has a capac 
ity of 95,000,000,000 cubic feet of water 
and can develop at low water, 150,000 
electrical horse power. It is named 
after Hon. Honore Mercier, minister 
of tands and forests. 

In addition to the Mercier Reservoir 
the Province of Quebec with the Gouln 
Reservoir on the St. Maurice River. 
has its territory the biggest artifical 
lake in the world. The Gouln dam 
has a capacity of 160,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of water. New Mexico with the 
“Elephant Butte” reservoir, holds sec- 
ond place in this line of endeavor. 

Other large reservoirs the world over 
are: The Assuan, on the Nile River, 
Egypt, 91,800,000, cubic feet. The 
Roosevelt, on the Salt River, Aribona, 
71,123,000,000 cubic feet. The Martin 
Dam on the River Tallapoosa, Ala- 
bama, 70,800,000,000 cubic fect.

AS a rule, pur'milk herds and young 
stock are not amply supplied with pas- 
ture during ‘the summer months 
Through the drought period of July 


_ and August pastures are usually parch- 


ed, the files'are a great scourge and 
our live stock do not, yield the returns 


“in gains or in milk production that 


they should. ‘rhis ‘diMfcutly can be 
overcome to some extent by enlarging 
the pasture, but it is better, we believe 
to have a fresh field of alfalfa, sweel 
, clover, or red clover to” turn into when 
the dry season comes. In case no 
such field ts available; one can provide 
for supplementary pasture by sowing 
mixture of oats and sweet clover.
